Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hudak inquired about a response for the correct filing receipt 
was unable to be granted because a petition for correct inventorship is needed to make the change. Mr. Hudak 
brought to the examiners attention the first filed oath, dated 6/27/05, was unsigned and a notice of missing parts was 
mailed. In response Mr. Hudak mistakenly submitted a defective oath, dated 12/4/2003, an oath with an incorrect 
application number as well as an inventorship not corresponding to the original oath. Upon receipt of this defective 
oath, the office incorrectly deemed the oath effective and considered the case complete for examination. The case was 
given the inventorship of the defective oath, rather then the oath submitted with the original filing. Mr. Hudak noted the 
oath as defective and submitted a new correctly executed oath, dated 7/20/05, with the inventorship of the first oath It 
was agreed that the office incorrectly accepted a defective oath and the inventorship of the case should more correctly 
be that of the originally filed oath. Therefore the examiner has deemed a petition to correct the inventorship is not 
needed to remedy the issue.
